The Society has embarked in the arduous and import- 
ant work of ſeeking to reſtore to uſefulneſs, and SELF. 
SUPPORT, thoſe whoſe abject ſtate has ſhut them out 
from community, and to reclaim ſuch as have begun 
criminal practices, but are willing to reform ; thus to 
increaſe private ſecurity, eaſe the public burthens, and 
add to the national wealth. 


THIS SOCIETY Doors NOT PROCEED ON SPECULA- 
TIVE GROUNDS. 

An experiment has firit been made on a Scale 
though comparatively ſmall, ſufficient to reduce to 
practice, and demonſtrate by examples, the funda- 
mental principles of the deſign, among more than an 
hundred perſon M a variety of deſtiptions, 

It is judged expedient, now, to continue. and carry 
on this work, ayes frgm any other habitations, to 
prevent an eaſy in rcourle with neighbours, who might 
either interrupt the regulations of the place, or be mo- 


leſted by it ;---on or near a parcel of waſte land, with” 


if it can be had, a water. conveyance for goods. It is 
intended there to ſeparate the different claſſes of per- 
ſons and characters; to build huts of Turf or other cheap 

| materials, 
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materials for the inferior people, to eſtabliſh manufac. 
tories, for the neceſſary commodities of life to im- 
prove the ſoil; to let theſe people be incited to induſ- 
try by receiving the proportionate reward of their la- 
bours; and to good order and decorum by a sVSTEM 
OF PRACTICAL MORALS FRAMED FOR THE PURPOSE, 
AND ADAPTED TO THE PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF THIS ESTABLISHMENT. 

In the principles of this deſign, the Society believes 


are many improvements on the preſent cuſtomary me- 


thods of treating the poor. In a general view, the Re- 
form is ſounded on the principle of raiſing the abject 
poor to greater conſequence, anda better opinion of them- 
ſelves---to make them feel ſomething of the dignity of 
human nature, to treat them as friends, and make their 
own conſcious pride and ſelf-intereſts, the ſprings and 
inſtruments of the Reform in every ones boſom. 

It 1s intended to begin this Undertaking, as ſoon as 
a competent fund ſhall be raiſed by voluntary contri- 
butions : and the Society invite the friends of humanity 
and of their country, to join in its plan. 

A contribution of One Guinea per. annum conſti- 
tutes a Member having a Vote in the general mecting. 

But it may not be improper to repreſent to perſons 
in affluence, that the expences of founding a manu- 
facturing eſtabliſhment, are greater than thoſe of any 


other: and that the magnitude of this undertaking may be 


thought, perhaps, by them, worthy a ſupport in ſome 
meaſure ſuited to the rank and the intereſt they hold in the 
community, for the benefit of which it is deſigned. 
The public are requeſted to obſerve, that this is nei- 
ther a local charity, nor an inſtitution founded merely 


on 
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on charitable principles---but a political, a manufactur- 
ing, and a commercial body, united in a plan for the 
intereſt of ſociety at large. 

That the people it propoſes to place in the claſs of 
uſeful labourers, are ſuch as are now burthens as well 
on. themſelves as on the whole community,---and that 
the Settlement may be occupied with the natives of every 
pariſh in the kingdom, as well as with foreigners of all 
countries, and all religions, in diſtreſs ; the benefit, 
therefore, will be general; hence ſupport is ſolicited, 
through the country at large. 
© The Society, earneſt to commence and to complete its 
work, entreat the public to conſider that the expence of 
the poor, in their preſent ſtate of idleneſs, mendicancy 
and depredation is a continual and alarmingly increaſing 
burthen on the country ; a. voluntary and temporary ex- 
crtion to remove that burthen is what is now ſolicited. 

There is in the Houſe of Induſtry in the Ille of 
Wight, a ſtriking inſtance of the effect of employing 
the poor, in reducing the poors rate, which is {aid to be 
there ſunk from Eleven Shillings to One Shilling and 
' Six-pence in the pound. 

It has been calculated on good authority, that 
£ 100,000 a year is conſumed in the metropolis alone 
by pickpockets; a ſum which, perhaps, would, as a ca- 
pital only, not an annual income, find all the pick- 
pockets with employment. | 

The Society propoſes to have one dopartmgnt of the 
eſtabliſhment for the reception of ſuch as may be ſent 
by the Magiſtrates; where, if unwilling to work, they 
may be confined and compelled. 

Such is the now extended Plan of this Undertaking, 
which has already had the higheſt and moſt general 


ſanction, that, perhaps, ever attended any public work. 
| It 
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It has been ſuppoſed that if the general claſs of Houſe- 
keepers, who may not be inclined to become members, 
would allot half a guiuea per. annum, or even a leſs ſum 
according to their circumſtances, to this undertaking, 


a ſufficient fund would ſoon be raiſed, for the whole 
country to feel its benefits.
